There  is  no  reason  why  the  bed- 
ding plant  business  this  Spring  should  not  be  the  best  ever,  and 
there  are  lots  of  reasons  why  it  should  be.  Last  Spring  with  almost 
every  line  of  business  in  a depressed  condition,  everybody  crying 
hard  times  coming,  the  Florists  did  a splendid  business;  not  enough 
stock  to  supply  all  demands.  Now  with  conditions  greatly  improved, 
nearly  all  lines  getting  back  to  normal  conditions,  a job  for  every 
man  who  wants  to  work,  then  why  should  there  not  be  a good  de- 
mand for  pot  and  bedding  plants?  Then  when  we  consider  the  fact 
that  the  glass  area  has  not  increased  much  during  the  past  five  years 
while  the  demand  has  mere  than  normally  increased. 


.Damaged  Shipments 

Every  shipment  should  be  accepted  by  the  consignee,  as  the  In- 
terstate Commerce  Commission  has  decided  that  every  shipment  be- 
comes the  property  of  the  consignee  as  soon  as  it  is  delivered  to  a 
common  carrier  and  receipted  for,  and  that  all  claims  for  damages 
must  originate  from  the  delivering  office,  and  that  the  carrier  is 
responsible  for  all  damages  occurring  to  goods  while  in  their  pos- 
session by  carelessness  on  the  part  of  employer,  or  delay  in  deliver- 
ing. Therefore,  whenever  goods  are  received  in  a damaged  con- 
dition, either  visible  or  concealed,  the  only  proper  thing  to  do  is 
to  accept  the  shipment  with  the  notation  on  the  receipt,  ‘‘Received 
in  a damaged  condition  subject  to  salvage.”  If  possible,  have  a 
representative  of  the  Express  Company  examine  the  goods  at  the 
proper  time.  Try  to  save  everything  possible,  then  present  a bill 
for  all  damages  and  Express  charges  to  the  Agent.  If  this  is  done, 
there  should  be  no  trouble  whatever  in  collecting  claim.
